British Volunteers in Thousands. 
Mounted Rifles from the North-West. and 
Artillery from Eastern Canada.

een Winnipeg, Dec. 20. ’99. 
There is no news from South Africa 
telling of engagements or movements 


of forces. The call for militia and vol- 
unteers has brought out a great re- 
sponse and an immense force could 
easily be sent if reeuired. A brigade 
of ten thousand to be called from the 
Imperial Yeemanry as been mobiliz- 
ed. The Dominion cabinet considered 
@rrangements for despatching a sec- 
ond Canadian contingsnt and its com- 
position, but no officix] announcement 
has wet been made. Applications are 
pouring in from all paris of America 
anda much greater number than were 
ever offered for the contingent have 
hlready, been received. 

Ottawa, Dec. 20th: The department 
of militia is beseiged with applicants 
ready to go to the front. One half 
of the Canadian mounted contingent 
will be selected from the mounted 
police. 

London, Dec. 26th, 99: Whatever 
may be going on at the seat of war 
there is an outburst of patriotic en- 
thusiasm in England and Scotland 
worthy of the noblest traditions of the 
Elizabethian era. From t he pulpit 
ministers appeaied to the nation for 
men to fight in South Africa. The re- 
sponse was fairly electrical, battalion 
after battalion of militia volunteering 
for service. Lord Chesham is enlist- 
img a body of 2,009 Yeomanry cavalry 
and the number can be doubled if 
necessary. In London regiments of 
the volunteer force alone are ready to 
provide 50,000 trained soldiers. From 
England, Wales, Scotland aud _ the 
North of Ireland come offers. which 
show that that mumber oi volunteers 
can be trebled. The British are as 
strong and sanguine as ir the time 
of the Spanish armada. No signs of 
flinching in any qzarter. The ministers 
have put the nation on its mettie. 
England holds an immense reserve 
ready for future drafis. The admir- 
alty has provided sea transports for 
120,000 troops of ati arms’ for African 
service and atiother 120900 mer are 
immediately available if the govern- 
ment needs them. 

General Buller has recaptured 
nearly all his guns lost in the battle 
of Colenso. 

The shelling of Mafeking still con~ 
tinues. 

London, Dec. 20th; A revised list of 
the British casualties in the battle c 
Colenso gives 127 killed. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 22, ’99.

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THE BUTTER QUESTION. 
Editor Bulletin. 

Sir; I am a working farmer, hav- 
ing to get my living out of the land, 
amd wish, with your leave, to address 
my brother farmers on some points 
important to us. 

We are, in the hulk, men of small 
capital, and cannot afford to lose the 
least chance of increasing our income. 
Let us start with the butter question. 
The present position is that, with the 
aid of the government, we have com- 
plete, arrangements for making butter 
at the Edmonton creamery. The pay 
is sure, and the returne likely to in- 
crease with time. 

But the creamery is not doing bus- 
iness enough to pay its way, and it is 
unlikely the government will continue 
tb run it unless it has more support. 
Thé result of that would he that from 
500 te 1,000 lbs. of butter*a week would 
be: put or the local market, and prices 
would fall so that it wouldn’t be worth 
making to sell. 

Now, what is the cause of this non- 
support of the creamery by us farm- 
ers? The cause is that it costs us too 
much time ia bauling our milk or 
cream. The system of separators in 
the country has proved a failure, ow- 
ing\to the time wasted in hauling the 
milk, and the stations at Kelly’s bridge 
amd Poplar lake should be done away 
with. 

Whalt is the remedy ? 


The remedy is this. Let every man 
make a small log ice house, and put 
four loads of ice into it this winter, 
Let him have enough - deep-setting 
treamers to let his milk stand in ice 
24 hours, and a sufficiently big cream- 
can| (also stood in ice) to hold a week’s 


epream. Let a dozen men agree to- 
gether to take it in turns to take their 


united cream once a week to the 
creamery, and the thing is done— 
done with no extra trouble except a 
day away with the team once in 12 
weeks, and the country tapped of its 
cream for twenty miles round. 

The poorest of us can put up a log 
ice house, with roof of poles and gods, 
and with two feet of sawdust or straw 
packed all round the ice, it will keep 
all summer. If ihe creamery only 
runs in the summer, the werst scrub of 
® cow will make an extra ten dollars, 
anda dollar of this spent on crushed 
oats will, with the skim milk make a 
good calf. Let us act before it is too 
late. Surely Edmonion is not going to 
expire as a butter centre, where a 
small place like Innisfaii can flourish,

HELP FOR DOUKH(BORS. 


A Philadelphia despatch of Dec. 
W8the, says that a committee of Phila- 
delphia Friends have begun the ship- 
ment of 35,000 pounds of supplies for 
the Doukhobors, cr Russian Quakers, 
in Canada. The consignment includes 
two cars of oatmeal, four tons of 
clothing, 100 cases of cotton seed oil, 
fifteen bales of washed wool for cloth- 
ing, forty sacks of barley, boxes of 
malted milk and tea. Three hundred 
spinning wheels are also to be sent 
later. When the Doukhobors arrived 
from Russia, Philadelphia Quakers 
Sent them about $8,000, and a few 
weeks ago a shipment of 42,000 pounds 
of supplies and $2,000 was forward- 
ed to them. They will require much 
assistance during the winter, as their 
first crop last summer was nearly 
ruined, by. frost, ‘ a)

SOUTH AFRICA. 
: That ‘the situation in Africa is any- 
thing but what friends of Britain 
would wish it to be “goes without say- 
ing in view of the news of ‘the past 
Week. It is not that the lives of so 


; many brave soldiers have been sacri- 


ficed or that they have been sacrific- 
ed in defeat. ‘It is not the fact, but 
the| cause of the sacrifice that is most 
deplorable. The lives of the men have: 
been lost by the incompetence of their 


generals. 

But while this is humilating and de- 
plorable, and may as well be admitted 
at the start, the situation otherwise 
is not by any means discouraging. 
While the British have been repulsed 
in actual attack it has evidently re- 
quired the whole force of the enemy: 
to achieve their repulse. At the be- 
ginning of the war the dearly bought 
British victories were followed ir all 
cases by British retreats befcre the 
foncentration of overwhelming opposi- 
tion. This is not now. the case. So far 


from new commandos of Boers appear- 


ing in and from ali directions they 
are evidently concentrated very large- 
ly in tront of the two principal British 
forces, and notwithstanding their 
achievements will require to be kept 
there. Although Methuen and Buller 
have not directly relieved Ladysmith, 
Kimberley and Mafeking they have 
to a great extent done so indirectly. 
They have drawn away the principal 
strength of the besieging — forces, so 
that those places are not now in danger 
except from shortage of provisions-or 
ammunition. To a very large extent 
indeed the besiegers have become the 
besieged as they are compelled to keep 
up two fighting fronts all-the time. 
Their victories have not been achieved 
without heavy cost and loss to them- 
selves. A cost and loss which is far 
more disastrous to them than double 
the loss to the British. They hay 
been able to bring so large a force 
into the field only by a levy of tha 
whole male population. This means 
that their home business is being para- 
lyzed, and the keeping of their forces 
engaged at Ladysmith and Kimberley 
during the summer season means the 
wiping out to a large extent of ‘the 
means of support of the nation. This is 
a somewhat brutal way to look at the 
matter, but it was they who threw 
down the challenge,—who undertook 
to drive the British into the sea. They 
are only now in*the way of learning 
what war means, and judging from the 
spirit in which British people through- 
out the empire have received the news 
of the non-success of their forces, they 
are in the way of being taught the les- 
son thoroughly. 

It is just as well that Britain’s high 
startled from their self, complacency 
and have been shown in good time 
where their weak points were. The 
high and mighty idea that because any 
man or thing is British therefore he 
or it must be the best in the werld fs 
no good any more. It is not best be- 
cause it is British, but because it is 
British it should be best. 

Not the least gratifying feature of 
the situation is the realization by the 
home government that the colonies not 
only are willing, but can rénder valu- 
able if not indespensible assistance in 
this. particular struggle. The mount- 
ed Natal and Cape volunteers and 
police have been as important to the 
success of the British arms so far as 
the most renowned regiments of the 
regular army. They alone are able to 
meet the Boers on their own ground 
and defeat them by the better use of 
their own methods, It isa pity that 
the Canadian contingent already sent 
was not mounted. It is to be hoped 
and may reasonably be expected that 
the next and any future ones that may 
be sent will be. 

Of the three serious reverses sus- 
tained by the British last week those 
of Gatacre and Buller do not appear 
capable of any excuse or to offer any 
redeeming feature from the point of 
view of generalship. Gatacre march- 
ed far into the heart of a district of 
which he knew nothing to attack a 
force of which he knew nothing. He 
might have succeeded but if he had 
‘his success would have been:due to the 
weakness or incapacity of his oppon- 
ents, not to his own good management. 
And there was no ground for any be- 
lief on his part that his opponents 
were either weak or incapable. 

Buller has even less excuse than Gat- 
acre. He was the general in command. 
He could choose his own time, and 
select his own force. Knowledge of 
the country. did not enter into the 
question. He undertook to do the im- 
possible at one point and was ioc ees 
in strategy on the field of battle at 
another. Judging from all that can 
be known of the conditions and cireurn- 
stances had Buller been able to win 
in the battle of Tugela river it could 
only be because the men opposed ge 
were no good. And again he ha ae

In the fighting on the, 10th, at 
Magersfontein, Gen. Cronje claims to 
have captured 60 British soldiers. 
The British war office had no know- 
ledge of this. { 

The battle of Magersfontein was 
fought just twe months after the de- 
livery of the Boer ultimatum. Dur- 
ing that time nine engagements have 
been fought, and the British have lost 
566 killed, 2,027 wounded, and 1,977 
missing or prisoners.. 

Small pay; After January a deduc- 
tion will be made from ithe pay of 
British soldiers serving in South Afri- 
pa. In the case of privates, four pence 
per day for wives anda penny fon each 
child, and in the case of sergeants,eight 

fence for wives and two pence for 
ealch child. These sums have thus far 
been paid by the government. 

The correspondent of a New York 
paper in London, writing of General 
Methuen’s force before the battle of 
Magersfontein says; Gen. Methuen’s 
army is known to have been heavily 
reinforced at Modder river with in- 
fontry, cavalry and artillery.

{Wauchope’s Highland brigade has 
largely increased the number of 
bayionets available for frontal attack, 
the necessity for this costly method of 
mwariare has been obviated by the pres- 
encd of a full brigade of cavalry, com- 
manded by Major-General Babington.

The last regular meeting of the town

A circular letter of the Seagrave 
Co., of Columbus, Ohio, regarding the 
purchase of further fire appliances by 
the towe®, Was read. They were in- 
formed that the town bas ali the fire 
supplies it requires. 

Communieation of Mrs. Hetu, claim- 
ing to have overpaid on taxes, was re- 
ferred to the town solicitor. Cheque 
tu issue for amaount found due. 

Messrs. Beck & Emery wrote enclos- 
ing trausfer to the Dowling Milling 
Co., of the land granted them for a 
mill site by the town, and requesting 
that tramsfsr be executed. - Request 
was complied with. 

Letter of G. W. Wood & Sons, To- 
ronto, re town's $3,411 bonds, pur- 
chaspd by them, was fyled. 

Dawson & Graham, barristers, of 
Winnipeg, wrote accepting on behalf 
of the Bannerman estate the town’s 
offer of $100 for the purchase of that 
portion of bleck B. from the brow of 
the hill to the river’s edge. They fur- 
ther offered for sale a portion of the 
Pritchard estate for a site for 2 new 
town hall, which they urderstood the 

town intended erecting. 

The fire brigade complain that com- 
munications sent in by them to the 
council receive no answer. At last 
meetirg the council wrote asking what 
communications they referred to. In 
answer to this leiter a letter was read 
from L. Gully, secretary of the brigade, 
giving! a list of ietters which had been 
unanswered. Clerk was instructed to 
reply explaining how the various mat- 
ters referred to had been disposed of. 

Another communication of the bri- 
gade, stating that they felt themselves 
quite incompetent to deal with fires 
on}, account of the lack of water 
through the present condition of the 
tanks, was referred to the fire, water 
and light committee. And on motion 
of Coun. McLeod, chairman of the com- 
mittee, the police were instructed to 
vscertain at once if any tanks re- 
quire filling, and if so to have them 
filled at once.

Mayor Edmiston Stated that D.R. 
Ker, of ‘Braekman: &Ker, had spoken 
to’ him about installing a waterworks 
system, and if the council decided not 
to go ahead themselves that he, Mr.

Coun. Secozd wished to know where 
an expert could be procured. 

Coun. Brown thought that very little 
work could be done during the winter. 

Coun. McLeod thought that more 
preliminary work should be done in 
ascertaining from manufacturers the 
cost of piping and other plant, before 
going to the expense of procuring an 
expert and having a survey and esti- 
mate made. 

Mayor Edmiston stated that Mr. 
Ker would send an expert. 

Coun. Picard thought the only way 
to find out the correct cost would be 
fer the town to get an expert of its 
own. The council would then know 
what to ask and what to grant. It is 
not} now too soon to start unless they 
wanted to put it off for another two 
years. There are experts now in Win- 
nipeg and he advised that they be ask- 
ed to come and go over the ground. 

Coun. McLeod: { claim that the 
first step should be to ascertain 
through correspondence—which would 
cost us nothinz—the cost of pipes, 
boiler and engines, etc., whereas, if we 
engage an expert, it would cost us 
several hundred dollars. For that rea- 
son I move that the question of wat- 
erworks be laid over. No doubt! the 
new council will take the matter up 
and push it through. I, for one, will 
da all I can. The council are indebted 
to Coun. Picard for the information 
he has gathered by letter on the 
matter. 

Coun. Secord: According to the let- 
ters from other towns it would cost 
us from $60,000 to $100,000 to install a 
system.. 

Coua. Picard thought it was all right 
to get information as to cost of mater- 
ial, but the town would still have to 
get an expert from whom all the in- 
formation could be procured at once. 
Of course if the council were goiag to 
give a franchise to some company with- 
out) knowing anything about the cost 
it will be different, all they would have 
to\say is: “Come and give us water.” 

It being the last meeting at which 
he would preside Mayor Edmiston 
made his adieux to the council, thank- 

ing them for the assistance they had 
rendered him in the discharge of his 
duties, 

The council then adjourned. 

After the council meeting Tues- 
day, night Mayor Edmiston, who is re- 
tiring, entertained the members of the 
council, town solicitor and representa- 
tives of the press at an excellent 
oyster supper at the Caledonian dining 
hall.
